trol a large amount of territory in 
this section, and it is our aim to 
commence quite extensively the 
development of this country. 

"Dahlonega is in Lumpkin coun- 
ty, Georgia, about ten miles from 
the Blue Ridge mountains. This 
country was originally inhabited by 
the Cherokee Indians until their 
removal by the government in 
1835. Gold has been produced in 
this territory for probably seventy 
-five years, but in a very crude 
way. Tbere is a number of small 
stamp mills now in operation, but 
w'th old time appliances. They are 
probably not saving more than 10

Bloomington, Idaho, 

Jan. 20, 1897. 
Dear Sir: — 

The principal stream in this se 
tion is named Dahlonega, and r 
centlya lodge of I. O. (). F. has 
been organized here, and is called 
Dahlonega Lodpje I. O. O. F. As 
there is a dispute about the origin 
of the word Dahlonega I write to 
find out. Respectfully, 

I. W. B. 
We referred the letter to Col, 
W. P. Price, of Dahlonega, who 
possesses, perhaps, as much Indi; 
lore as any of our old citizens. He 
replies as follows: 

"The town of Tauloneca was in- 
corporated by an act of the legisla- 
ture of Georgia in 1833. In the 
statute the town is to be known as 
Tahlonega. In a few years, how- 
ever, by common consent and us- 
age, it was spelled Dah-lon-e-ga. 
Lilerally it means Gold-Money. 

"I was told by Miss Biddy Da- 
vis, herself a decendant of the 
Cherokees, that Tau-lon-e-ca, in 
Cherokee, meant Yellow or Gol- 
den, as a color. Miss Davis, as 
many of our Lumpkin county peo- 
ple know, held great power among 
the Cherokees east of the Mississ- 
ippi. Her home, five miles west of 
Dahlonega, was always visited by 
the Indians whenever they came 
from the West or from North Car- 
olina. This most excellent and pi 
ous lady died only a few years 
since at the age of sixty or sixry- 
ty five years. Her plantation 
the Etowah River was the finest 
and largest in the county. 

'The only writer, of whom I 
now have any knowledge, who had 
occasion to use the word in connec- 
tion with its Indian meaning, was 
F. R, Goulding, author of the 
'Young Marooners."* In his very 
charming Book, "Marooner's Is- 
land," which is a sequal to the first 
named book, Mr. Goulding is wri- 
ting of scenes he witnessed in Flor- 
ida in 1830-32, before the town of 
Dahlonega was incorporated. A 
boat had been stolen by some In- 
dians, (Muscogees), who were hur- 
rying it away towards the sea, 
when they wore discovered and 
pursued. On pages 376-'7 the fol- 
lowing dialogue took place, as soon 
as the pursuers came near enough 
to be heard by the Indians: 

"Hallo there!", shouted Robert 
at the to)) of his voice. 

u Hatis-chay! (stop!) That is our 
boat!" ordered Harro Id in his ex- 
citement, mixing up Indian and 
English. 

"Eesta-chattee! Hat-is-chay!" 
(Indian stop!) Then, as one of 
them turned his head to look back 
Dr. Gordon held out his hand 
waving the white flag, and saying, 
' Tuck-a-noy! tuck-a-uoy!" (Mon- 
ey! money!) then changing to the 
Cherokee language he hollooed, 
'Ta-lu! Ta lo-ne-ca!" "(Money! 
Gold money!)

The 
Cherokees used it as their standard 
of value, buying and selling every 
thing by "its worth in gold." They 
had silver, it. is true, but it was 
sed principally for' ornaments on 
their weapons, or sometimes as 
jewelry on their persons. And while 
the Cherokees were paid by the 
U. S. Government in silver half 
dollars by the keg full, they ex- 
changed it as rapidly as they could 
for "Tay-lu! tab-Iou-e-ca!" (Mon- 



ance of that stream with Bi-oa.l 
Eivor. whore, in the fork of those 
streams, which is now in Abbe- 
ville county, was located tho-capital 
of a country called Achalaqu-e. 
Queen Xualla was captured and 
was now being borne off towards 
the present site of Rome, Ga. The 
Spaniards, going eastward, learn- 
ed from Indians that some where 
farther east, they would find "Tau 
lo ne-ca, which Dr. Logan says, 
meant Yellow Stone. The Chero- 
kees were anxious to be rid of the 
thieving Spaniards, and have them 
leave the Province. Knowing that 
they were in quest of gold, Queen 
Xualla and her attendants, inform- 
ed him that the gold deposits for 
which the Spaniards were search 
ing lay some distance off towards 
the North-west, among the moun- 
tains. He had learned this, too, 
on the banks of the Flint River, 
and now set off across the territory 
of Georgia in search of the Yell< 
stone Quarries of Tau-lon e-ci 
carrying Queen Xualla a prisoner, 
in order to insure their greater 
protection. 

There is no evidence that DeSoto 
•eached the territory of Lumpkin 
county, but there is evidence that 
the Spaniards were in Towns and 
Union counties, north of the Blue 
Ridge, and reached Rome by fol- 
lowing the Blue Ridge on the north 
side.

All mining operations in this vi- 
cinity are frozen up. Mr. Jaquish 
succeeded in getting the water out 
of the shaft at the Wells mine the 
other day, but has been unable to 
do anything except keep the water 
down on account of the cold wave. 
As a great many prospectors 
have been in this locality asking 
various questions about the mines, 
we have decided to thoroughly 
post them, commencing in the 
next issue of the Nugget -and go 
through the mining belt, giving 
information as to our different 
belts. We will commence at Ne' 
Bridge and show how they go 
through our section, how divided, 
how far apart, how they have been 
opened and where they cross the 
Gainesville and Gumming mads. 
We will trace each belt from the 
Etowah river to the Chestatee riv- 
', thence up Cane Creek. Now 
it is about eight miles from Etowah 
to Cane Creek the way cho belts 
run. 

We will also watch each mine 
and all the news we can get will 
bo given to the publie. It will 
t.ke some time to write 
mines but we will furnish a short 
letter each week until 
through the mining belt. 

As some of these belts would 
have to be worked by hydraulic 
water power to make them pay 
properly, we will describe them 
as we get to them. So look out for 
next week's Nugget if you wish to 
keep posted on the mines in the 
vicinity of Knucklesville.

Mr. Johnson is a son of Mr. Wil- 
liam Johnson, who lived in Jlome 
bofoie the war, and who was killed 
in a duel with tjje priginal EiU 
Arp. 

The story is one of interse inter- 
est and makes splendid reading. 
Both men were brave as could be 
and had been f fiends for many 
yearg. 

On the morning of a bright day 
in March, 1862, William Arp", ' 
Nortl} Geqrgia's celebrated back- 
woods-man and wit, came into 
Ijioijio aud soon met his friend 
Johnson. 

There had been some trouble 
between the men for some time on 
account gf u brother of Johnson's.. 
and it was feared that a meetipg 
between the men might result, iu 
trouble. 

In those days, howe-yer,, when 
the war had fust begun and the ol,d 
outh was flourishing in all of its 
glory, men carried their byes in 
their hands and were careful of 
their personal honor. 

Arp and Johnson met in the old 
Ckmee Mouse, (now the Central 
Hotel) bar, and spoke to each oth- 
er. 

^BiH," said.-Hohnson, "I donl 
want any trouble with you, but 1 
guess r its got to come, so you just 
select one of these pistols and 
watch out." 

With that remark Col. Johnson 
laid two pistols upon the bar.

An interesting feature of the 
gold-mining activity which is tak 
ing place in Georgia is furnished 
in the operations of the T. 
Birch Mining Co., which is making 
a handsome profit by sluicing 
deposits in the Chestatee river, in 
Lumpkin county. A correspondent 
of the Manufacturers' Record 
writes as follows: "They 1 
secured a 14-mile lease, and are 
operating a dredging boat of the 
Marion steam shovel pattern, and 
at the rate they are now going 
work about a mile a year. The 
dredging boat is fitted with a regi 
lar placer si nice six feet wide and 
ninety feet long. The machine's 
capacity is a yard to the dipper 
and it raises a dipper a minute. 
The bed is worked to an average 
depth of nine feet, the deepest 
workings being fourteen feet, 
which practically exhausts the 
deposits. The expenses of all kinds 
figure about $20 a day, and the 
returns are from $40 to $75 a day.

Some time ago I wrote an ar- 
ticle which was published in the 
Atlanta Medical and Surgical Jour 
nal and our town papers, calling 
attention to this invaluable cure 
for burns, which was discovered 
by my wife about thirty years ago. 
The fact that Epsom salts either 
dry or in salution, will give relief 
from one to thirty minutes 
should be known by everybody. 

On last Sunday Henly Wimpy's 
child had its feet badly burned 
against a hot stove. On examina- 
tion 1 found the feet badly blister- 
ed, red and swelled — and gave 
much pain, Applied the salts 
dampened a little all over the feet. 
In less than half an hour the child 
was asleep and remained so for an 
hour. Then found the heat and 

edness had all disappeared and 
the babe laughing and happy. 
Nothing more to do now but to 
cover up the burn like other sores. 
One pound of salts to a gallon of 
water and the feet held in the 
solution will give relief to pain at 
once, but to get full benefit of the 
medicine it should remain about 
one hour. If applied dry to the 
injured parts it will require a little 
more time to relieve pain. Be 
patient, however, and relief will 
come in less than half an hour.

Col. Farrow's Letter. 

Elsewhere will be found a letter 
from Col. H. P. Farrow, which 
was intended for last weeks issue 
of the Nugget but was crowded 
out, giving his views about the 
stock law question, the manner ir 
which it become a law in Crumby! 
district, etc. The Colonel states 
that it has "come to stay" in Crum- 
by's, Shoal Creek and Wahoo (lis 
tricts, and closes his interesting 
letter by saying that iu some fu- 
ture issue he will tell why the 
"poor man" of the mountains vot- 
ed for stock law. 

We hope that the Colonel is cor- 
rect about it "coming to stay" in 
those three districts for we do not 
want it any nearer to us than it 
now is. But we can't expect this 
for it is a thing that gradually for- 
ces its way on the people and 
many are compelled to vote for it, 
who are really opposed to it, for 
self protection. 

There were 53 votes cast in 
Crumby's district in the stock law 
election. According to the tax 
digest of 1896, 25 of those own 
land, 11 own nothing but a cow, 
sheep or an ox — no real estate — five 
nothing and the other 
e not supposed to own 
anything as we cannot find their 
on the tax digest. We are 
aware that it will be beneficial to 
all persons having laud rich enough 
for pastures— the law was made 
for their benefit— but if the Col. 
can show us where it will benefit 
those 11 persons, (owing not a 
foot of land) to cither sell their 
cows and let their children cry for 
milk else pay some man for the use 
of a pasture we will throw up the 
sponge. 

Solicitor Tom. Hutchinson, is 
very much put out because the El- 
ijay accomodation has been discon- 
tinued, and threatened to resort to 
the use of the bicycle between Can- 
ton and Atlanta. So if you see the 
gigantic form of Solicitor Hutchin- 
son come dashing through Marietta 
on a bicycle at the rates of twenty 
miles an hour clear the way for his 
mighty voice may be heard like the 
whistle of an engine.

Editor Nugget: — 

When you bought out she Nug- 
get I subscribed for it because of 
my personal friendship for you 
and I read it every week with in- 
terest. I would be glad to, always 
have you on my side but I can't 
hope for that in all things. You 
and myself differ as widely on the 
justice and wisdom of the stock 
as two persons could well dif- 
fer but I know yon are honest in 
your convictions and honest differ- 
ences of opinion must be cheerful- 
ly tolerated. Our government is a 
democracy and the will of the peo- 
ple is the supreme law. From the 
national government down to a ma- 
litia district the voice of the peo- 
ple controls. About six years ago 
we had an election in Crumby's 
district on the stock law and the 
voice of the people was against it. 
I accepted the result most cheer- 
fully and while we could have call- 
n election every year du- 
ring the past six years we did not 
think proper to do so. We : 
spected the "voice of the peopl 
In the course of human events a 
new malitia district was created by 
cutting Crumby's district into two 
districts and the new one named 
Porter Springs district. The new 
district had a right to call for 
election on the stock law and did 
so and at that election the "voice 
of the people" was almost unani- 
mous for the stock law. Only 
eleven men in the district voted 
against it. Every step taken in 
creating the new district and in 
bringing about the election on the 
stock law, and conducting it, and 
making returns of it, was in strict 
conformity of the la\gs of Georgia. 
I knew that those who were op- 
posed to the stock law would fight 
every inch of the ground "before 
the people" and "before the 
courts," nor did I think less of 
them for the pluck with which 
they fought us. Now, it is all 
over, and those that got whipped 
had as well do like we did when we 
were whipped six years ago sub- 
mit gracefully to the "voice of the 
people." I have made myself fa- 
miliar with all the law per- 
taining to the new malitia district 
matter and to the stock law mat 
tor and have read every decision of 
the Supreme Court of Georgia 
bearing in any degree upon either 
and I unhesitatingly assert that 
there is no way in the world to in- 
terfere in the cgurts with our new 
malitia district or with our stock 
law election. We got the new ma- 
litia district "in pursuance with 
the law" and then we got the stock 
law in the new malitia district by 
the "voice of the people" and wo 
are going to have it in spite of 
"the world, the flesh and the dev- 
il." 

In the Nugget in Jan. 29th you 
urge the holding of an election on 
the stock law in and for the whole 
county of Lumpkin and you cl«se 
with the prediction that such an 
election for die whole county would 
prevent the "tearing away 
of fences." I have no objection to 
the holding of an election in 
for Lumpkin county for the 
son that such an election would net 
in any event have any bearing on 
the three districts (Porter Springs, 
Shoal Creek and Wahoo) that have 
already adopted the stock law. In 
such a county election on the stock 



district holding an election when- 
ever it pleased. Therefore nothing 
would be accomplished by a eouu-- 
ty election if the object of such 
county election should be ta "hold 
down" our three stock law districts. 
The stock law has come into our 
three districts to stay — county elec- 
tion or no county election. 

If you will permit me I will give 
you another letter soon presenting 
some of the reasons why the "poor 
out in the mountains are vo- 
ting for the stock law.

"It was predicted that illicit 

distilling would decrease as the 
mountainous regions in which it is 
most prevalent became more thick- 
ly settled and were opened up by 
railroads. The last report of the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
shows that this prediction has not 
been verified. On the contrary il - 
licit distilling has increased steadily 
during the last twelve yeeis. The 
Government's methods of detection 
have been improved and the diffi- 
culty of finding a safe hiding place 
for an illicit distillery has increas- 
ed, but the determination of the 
moonshiner to pursue his dark 
trade grows stronger as the toils 
gather about him. Durino- the last 
fiscal year 1905 illicit distilleiies 
were seized and destroyed by. the 
Government. This was the greatess 
number ever found in one year and 
more than twice as many as were 
discovered in 1893 or any year be- 
fore that. Though the revenue 
officers did more work in arresting 
moonshiners and breaking up their 
business during the last fiscal year 
than ever before in twelvemonths, 
not one of them were killed and 
only three wounded, a record 
which has only been equalled once 
in twelve years. We regret to say 
that Georgia leads the list of States 
in the moonshine liquor business. 
Of the 1905 illicit distilleries cap- 
tured last year, 587 were found it 
Georgia and the Ninth Congrcss- 
ional District alone furnished 43(3. 
North Carolina, where illicit distil- 
ling was formerly more common 
than in this State, is now surpassed 
by Georgia, and shows up in the 
Commissioner's report with only 
453 illicit distilleries captured dur- 
ing the year.

Last Sunday afternoon while 
rambling about ve decided we 
would visit the county jail and see 
how the "boys" were getting 
along. 

Upon our appearance at the jail 
door and tho object of our visit 
being explained to Sheriff Brook- 
sher he kindly escorted us to the 
upper story, turned the keys and 
threw open the heavy iron doors 
that led us to where three priso- 
ners were gazing through the 
strong grates that safely keep them 
from enjoying their freedom until 
Judge Kimsey appears - in Dah- 
lonega on the third Monday in 
April and sets the wheel of jus- 
tice to revolving. 

One of these prisoners, John 
Teal, has been in jail for several 
months, charged with rocking a 
hack loaded with people and dis- 
turbing divine worship. 

Another is Lewis Black, who 
was imprisoned the day previous 
for making blockade whiskey. Be- 
sides this the state has him charged 
with selling liquor, and from pres- 
ent indications it will be some time 
e' Lewis gets through court- 
ing. 

And last but not least, we found 

John Hulsey who is charged with 

raping a little girl some months 

near New Bridge, by the 

name of Skinner, aged about 

felve yenrs. 

Teal and Hulsey both had the 
mumps and were not in a very- 
good condition to enjoy a conver- 
sation. Therefore we began to 
look through the halls and cells to 
see what kind of a condition the 
jail was in for the accommodation 
ofits sick guests. 

We found everything just as 
neat as a pin in and about the 
building. Comfortable beds, clean 
bed clothing and the floors just as 
white as soap and water could 
make them. Could Judge Tate 
have seen the condition of the jail 
before he decided to red .ice the 
price of dieting prisoners, we feel 
confident he ^ould have declined. 
Mr. Brooksher may continue to do 
this and feed them at 33 1-3 cents 
per but we "can't see how 
he can afford it. At no time since 
the establishment of tho county 
has the jail fees been less than 50 . 
cents per dav. Every sheriff or 
jailor is supposed to want 
the office for the money there is in 
it and if he is not allowed a littlo 
profit for feeding prisouers what 
will be the result in the end? Ei- 
ther prisoner or sheriff has to suf- 
fer and it is not supposed that tho 
latter will. All prisoners are sup- 
posed to be innocent until they are 
convicted and should be fed well 
and treated humane while in eon- 
[incl the fee of feeding 
should bo fixed at a liv-
